Report Overflow 


With an increase in popu- 
lation of three thousand last 
year, the crush is on at St, 
Albert kindergartens - allof 
whom have completely full 
classes and waiting lists, 
Firm figures are not poss- 
ible to establish, since it is 
known that many names are 
on the waiting lists of more 
than one kindergarten. 

Reports from the teache 
ers show the following stat- 
istics: The St, Albert Proe 
testant Kindergarten has 16 
enrolled in the nursery 
school, and 54 in kinder- 
garten, with 30 ontheirwait- 
ing list. 

The Parish Kindergarten 
reports 9€ enrolled and 40 
waiting, and are receiving 
three to four calls daily. 

The Creative School So- 
ciety has 70 pre-schoolers 
in kindergarten, 20 pupils 
3 1/2 - 4 1/2 in nursery 


class, and a waiting list in 
the neighborhood of 50 pup- 
ils, with another 30 report- 
ed as having been turned 
away. 

St, Albert Pre-School Ede 
ucation Society has 50 pre- 
schoolers enrolled with nine 
on their waiting list, and they 
have been receiving phone 
calls daily. 

The Ridgewood Terrace 
Nursery School has 30 chil- 
dren aged three and four 
years enrolled in two clase 
ses, the maximum allowed

Total enrollment is 270

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Edmonton to join subway club 


The long proposed and de- 
bated Edmonton rapid tran- 
sit system moved one step 
closer to reality recently 
when Edmonton City Council 
gave approval for the start 
of the 4,5-mile, $28 million 
subway link between the 
northeast sector of the city 
and the downtown core, says 
The Financial Post, If the 
suggested timetable is foll- 
owed, construction cone 
tracts could be let as soon 
as December, with target 
date for completion set in 
fall, 1977, 

The subway line will have 
a capacity of 20,000 persons 
per day, and operate at an 
annual cost of about $1 mill- 
ion, Five stations have been 
designated along the route, 
which will be partially

above ground on the CN Rail 
right-of-way, The line will 
operate on separate track- 
age, rather than sharing rail 
line, It will be integrated 
with an expanded bus system 
in the northeast residential 
sector, 

City Engineer George 
Hodge says the subway plan 
was given a boost when stud- 
ies showed that such a sys- 
tem probably could be opera- 
ted more cheaply than an all- 
bus system. ‘‘We are looking 
at arelatively simple system 
to provide the capacity nee- 
ded,’’ he says. “With the 
additional work that would 
have to be done on the roads 
in this part of the city to 
provide an all-bus system, 
it probably will end up coste 
ing less to have a subway.

roadway distribution in the 
downtown area, Another fac- 
tor was the higher operating 
cost of an all-bus system, 
The Post says, The cost of 
running the present nonrail 
system has increased 20 per 
cent over the past three 
years, A cash-flow analysis 
showed annual savings of 
$500,000 with an integrated 
railebus plan,

Permits 
Ahead Of 
"72 


Building activities in St, 
Albert are continuing at a 
brisk pace according to the 
building inspector’s report 
of August 31. Mr. J. D. 
(Jimmy) Roberts, building 
inspector shows in his 
August report that permit 
value for last month totall- 
ed $998,681.00, This sum 
was for the construction of 
54 single family dwellings, 
28 garages, four extensions, 
one carport and two swime- 
ming pools, Thus, the total 
permit value for the first 
seven months of 1973 amoune 
ted to $12,016,937, Compar- 
ing that figure with the total 
for the same period in 1972 
shows a current increase of 
over $8 million, 

As of August 31, 1973 the 
Town of St, Albert issued 
625 single family dwelling 
permits, This is a clear in- 
crease of 102 permits for 
the construction of resi- 
dences over last year. The 
comparative building report 
released by Mr. Roberts also 
indicates that increases are 
evident right across the 
board, This includes such 
building categories as pri- 
vate garages 117 in 1973 
against 80 last year, This 
rate of increase is reflect 
ed throughout the report. 
More examples: Commer- 
cial 10 in 1973, seven in 
1972; Industrial three in1973 
one in 1972, and so the patt- 
ern goes, 

On this date last year St. 
Albert had 324 serviced lots 
on inventory while this year 
there are 409 serviced lots 
‘in stock’, In addition to a 
relatively good supply of lots 
(serviced) on hand, St, Al- 
bert’s August report shows 
that there are 260 lots pre- 
sently being serviced and 
these are not registered yet.

The Percy Page Centre for Rec- 
reation Associations was named 
for the late Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, in honour of his contribu- 
tions to the recreational and 
educational life of the province. 
Dr. Page was the coach of the 
world-famous Edmonton Grads 
basketball team from 1914 until 
it disbanded in 1940 with a 
record of 522 wins to 20 losses. 
The Centre will be officially 
opened at 2:00 p.m. on Sep- 
tember 15th by Mrs. J. Percy 
Page, with a number of for- 
mer Edmonton Grad basketball 
players also taking part in the 
ceremonies. 
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Sports Centre Named After Famed Grad Coach 


HON, DR, JOHN PERCY PAGE 


The first Alberta recrea- 
tion centre established in 
the province by the depart 
ment of Culture, Youth and 
Recreation has been located 
in St, Albert and will be offi- 
cially opened September 15 


according to an announce- 
ment issued this week by 
Hon, Horst Schmid. 


The announcement further. 


explains that the centre will 
be entirely used by Alberta 
amateur sport groups and 
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Success is achieved by the 
ability to persuade others to 
follow or agree with you. 
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provide facilities for all, in- 
cluding office space, meeting 
rooms, a gymnasium plus a 
stage for theatrical groups, 
A part of the facility has 
also been designed to pro- 
vide working space for the 
handicapped, 

Being the former Mission 
Park School building in St, 
Albert, the structure was 
completely renovated into a 
very acceptable facility fea- 
turing many modern conven= 
fences which would compete 
with any headquarters espe- 
cially designed for that fur- 
pose, The sport centre boasts 
of a modern heating system, 
up to date carpeting through- 
out, pleasantly textured walls 
and ceilings and equipped 
with furnishings layed-out in 
the open-area concept which 
provides eye-appeal along 
with privacy, 

The Alberta Amateur Sport 
headquarters will be named 
The Percy Page Centre for 
Recreation Associations in 
honor of Alberta’s eighth 
lieutenant governor and fore 
mer coach ofthe world-fam- 
ous Edmonton Grads, 

Dr. Page, who coached the 
famed Edmonton Grads wom- 
en’s basketball team from 
1915 to 1940, was appointed 
lieutenant-governor of Ale 
berta in 1959 and retired in 
1965. He was the province’s 
eighth lieutenant-governor, 

Noted also as an educator 
and a politician, the mild- 
mannered, white-haired Dr, 
Page was able to lay claim 
to being coach of a team with 
one of the most enviable 
records in the history of 
sport. 

The Edmonton Commere 
cial Grads played 522 games, 
won 502 of them, travelled 
more than 125,000 miles 
through Canada, the United 
States and Europe, and took 
the official world champion- 
ship at four Olympic compe- 
titions during the team’s 25 
years of existence, 

The Grads and Dr, Page’s 
career ineducation went hand 
in hand, 

In 1912 the Edmonton Pub- 
lic School Beard invited him 
to come to the city to intro- 
duce commercial training in 
the high school system, 

After two years of teache 


back, 
\ 


ing at Victoria High School 
he took over duties of the 
newly constructed McDoug- 
all Commercial High School, 
home of the Grads. 

After 40 years of service 
as a teacher and principal, 
he retired in 1952, ‘‘wonde 
ering what I’ll do with my 
time,’’ 

He had little trouble find- 
ing something to do, Four 
days after making that come 
ment, Dr, Page won a Pro- 
gressive Conservative nom- 
ination and later that year 
was returned to a seat in 
the Alberta Legislature. 

It was his second stint in 
the house, He was an indee 
pendent from 1940 to 1948, 
and leader of the opposition 
for the last four of those 
years, 

He was elected to the Ed- 
monton Public School Board 
in the civic elections of 1956, 

In the 1959 Alberta elece 
tion he was defeated. Six 
months later he was appoine 
ted lieutenant-governor on 
the death of Dr. J, J, Bowlen, 

Dr. Page was born in Roe 
chester, N.Y. of Canadian 
parents on May 14, 1887, 
He came to Canada at the 
age of three, and was raised 
in Bronte, Ontario, 

He attended junior high 
school in Oakville and gra- 
duated as a gold medallist 
from the Collegiate Institute 
in Hamilton, 

Next he graduated from 
Ontario Normal School with 
a commercial » specialist 
standing, Queen’s University 
Kingston, and the American 
Institute of Business, 

In 1912, while acting as 
commercial master at St, 
Thomas Collegiate Institute, 
Dr. Page was invited to Ed- 
monton with his wife. 

Two years later, he found 
himself coaching a basket~ 
ball team, 

‘When the girls told me 
they wanted to play basket- 
ball, I decided to give it a 
try. After that, I read every- 
thing available on the game, 
watched games being played 
and discussed it with other 
coaches,’’ 

During that first year the 
team surprised everyone by 
winning the city high school 
championship, The next year 
the officially formed Com- 
mercial Graduates’ Basket 
ball Club collected its first 
provincial title, and from 
there there was no looking 


Dr. Page felt the Grads 
gained their first real burst 
of popularity when they de- 
feated a visiting team from 
Cleveland in 1923, ‘‘Cleve- 
land called itself the world 
champions, and visits here 
by any American sports team 
were very rare,’’ 

In establishing its won- 
lost record, the team went 
through winning streaks of 
147 and 78 games, 

It attended Olympic Games 
in Paris in 1924; Amsterdam 
in 1928; Los Angeles in 1932; 
and Berlin in 1936, Although 
women’s basketball was not 
an official event at any of 
these games, the Grads won 
27 straight games arranged 
as exhibition contests incon- 
nection with the Olympics, 

‘At no time was the club 
ever sponsored by a private 
organization, It carried on 
year after year from the 
gates of the games, On only 
one trip to Europe did we 
need financial assistance of 
Edmonton fans, and they 
came through with flying col- 
ors,’’ Dr, Page said during 
the 50th anniversary reun- 
ion in 1965, 

The end of the team came 
in 1940, War ruled out the 
possibility of a fifth Olympic 
meet, and the team was dis- 
banded, By the time the war 
was over, the former meme 
bers were scattered far 
apart and much of the sup- 
port had faded, 


Dr.’ Page recalled, ‘‘The 
federal govérnment took our 
arena (Edmonton Gardens) 
for the Air Commonwealth 
training force, We had no 
say in the matter,’’ 

Dr, Page would reminisce 
“Great teams? Yes, I’ve had 
them, But I wouldn’t be pre- 
pared to say which was the 
greatest, nor to name the 
greatest players evertowear 
a Grad uniform, All Grad 
teams gave the best they 
had.’’ 

And almost as evidence 
while the Grads were piling 
up what has been called the 
greatest record in sports 
history, it was given per- 
manent possession of five 
major trophies - the world 
championship trophy, the 
French championship, the 
Canadian championship, the 
international championship 
and the provincial champ- 
ionship, 

Dr, Page has been named 
to both the Canadian Sports 
Hall of Fame and the Alberta 
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Amateur Sports Hall of Fame 

Between 1941 and 1949, 
Dr. Page was principal at 
McDougall, and then he be- 
came principal of the new 
commercial section of Vic- 
toria composite high school 

In 1962, as a Progressive 
Conservative, Dr, Page was 
elected on the party’s first 
try for a seat in 17 years, 

Dr. Page resigned from 
his position on the Edmon- 
ton Public School Board when 
he was appointed lieutenant 
governor, 

During his six years as 
the Queen’s representative 
in Alberta, Dr, Page mis- 
sed nothing, 

He received an honorary 
doctors of laws degree at 
the spring convocation of the 
University of Alberta in1961 

In October, 1964, he re- 
ceived a letter from Liberal 
Prime Minister Pearson 
congratulating him on a job 
well done and extending his 
term another year, 

Even at that time, then 77, 
Dr. Page fulfilled 10 en- 
gagements a year and was 
not looking forward to re- 
tirement, 

“T really don’t know what 
I’d do but my wife and I 
would like to travel if we 
can, Actually I’d be lost.’’ 

From then on, it was a 
round of tributes for Dr, 
Page, who would reply char= 
acteristically, ‘“‘being lieu- 
tenant-governor is not the 
easiest job in the world, but 
I have always thoroughly en- 
joyed it.” 

In September, 1965, his 
appointment was extended to 
the end of the year, 

Then in December, J. W. 
Grant MacEwan, former ma- 
yor of Calgary, was named 
to take over the post, 

The former lieutenant- 
governor, J, Percy Page, 85, 
died in his sleep at 2:30a,m, 
Thursday, March 1, 1978, 

Dr. Page, of Ste, 1004, 
10011 - 116th St, entered 
the University of Alberta 
Hospital with complications 
of pneumonia in early Jan- 
uary. 

The former lieutenant- 
governor is survived by his 
widow Maude, 

Dr, Page is also survived 
by a daughter, Pat Hollings- 
worth, of Edmonton; one 
grandson, Don _ Hollings- 
worth, also of Edmonton; a

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Catholic Schools Face 
Overcrowding Dilemma 


A tentative staffing report 
for the St, Albert Roman 
Catholic School District and 
corresponding enrollment 
totals were discussed at last 
Wednesday’s regular meet- 
ing of the board, 

According to enrollment 
figures when the report was 
tabled showed that 2,243 stu- 
dents have already regise 
tered in the system’s four 
schools, The report also 
shows a staff of 109 teach- 
ers, 

Upon closer study, assise 
tant-superintendent George 
Soetaert pointed out to the 
board that grades 3 and 
grades 4 enrollments have 
brought those classrooms to 
an unmanageable size, Mr, 
Soetaert showed where there 
were 105 pupils in three 
grade 4 classrooms in Vital 
Grandin plus 97 grade 4stue 
dents in Albert Lacombe. 
In both schools, those grade 
4’s are divided into three 
classrooms each, thus make 
ing the teacher/pupil ration 
‘way out of the allowable 
rate.’’ Mr. Soetaert also 
showed where grade three 
classrooms in the system 
were up against the same 
problem and things may be- 
come worse as new enroll- 
ments arrive, 

After considerable dis- 
cussion, and following a ree 
commendation made by 
school superintendent Vince 
Maloney, the board unanjie 
mously agreed to hire one 
or two teachers and leave 
the decision up to Messrs, 
Maloney and Soetaert to est- 
ablish a combined grade 3 
and 4 classroom or whate 
ever solution they decided 
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will be the most feasible 
including another portable 
if required, 

The board also agreed to 
make another appeal to the 
School Buildings Board in 
view of obtaining a building 
permit for a new school, 
The overcrowding situation 
at the Catholic Schools here 
in St, Albert has reached a 
point, the , board agreed, 
whereby another appeal will 
be made for a permit once 
all registrations have been 
tabulated at the end of Sepe 
tember, 

‘We ought to invite the 


School Buildings Board to 
tour our school,’’ assist~ 
ant-superintendent George 
Soetaert said, ‘‘and show 
them that we’re not kidding 
when we say that our four 
plants are now more than 
90 per cent occupied.”’ 

Mr, Soetaert concluded his 
comments by saying that if 
such a tour doesn’t convince 
the School Building Board 
that a new school is need- 
ed, ‘‘perhaps the press could 
be invited to see and report 
on our overcrowded situa- 
tion,’’

The Honeymoon is over 


The British Columbia 
government this week finds 
itself being leaned on heavily 
by, of all people, the trade 
unions, says John Schreiner 
in The Financial Post, The 
irony is obvious, Labor hel- 
ped elect this government 
and expected, among other 
things, fast and favorable 
revision of labor legisla- 
tion, The government, howe 
ever, strove to set up an 
arm’s-length relationship 
with the labor movement, 
The policy seems to have 
succeeded too well because 
- The province-owned ferry 
service was closed down 
last week by a strike that 
does not appear to be legal. 
The Pulp and Paper Work- 
ers of Canada (PPWC) has 
singled out for strike action 
Canadian Cellulose Co,, in 
which the province has a 
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79 per cent interest. The 
company’s Castlegar pulp 
mill (the most efficient of 
its three mills) has been 
struck for three weeks, This 
will ‘‘seriously’’ affect the 
company’s prospects for 
turning a profit this quart- 
er, says Cancel President 
Ronald Gross. A strike vote 
will be taken shortly by the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers in its 
contract dispute with B.C. 
Hydro, a Crown corpora- 
tion, The union has been 
asking for about 27 per cent 
over two years, Hydro’s 
“final’’ offer is reported 
to have been about 20 per 
cent, A Hydro strike would 
affect the province’s power 
and gas system = and Met: 
ropolitan Vancouver’s pub- 
lic transit system, which 
Hjdro runs, British Colum- 
bia Railway, also owned by 
the province, has received 
strike notices from its em« 
ployees, Traditionally, BCR 
has signed stand-by agree- 
ments with its employees, 


guaranteeing they would re« 
ceive terms comparable to 
or better than those negoe 
tiated with the national rail- 
roads, In return, the BCR 
workers kept the trains run- 
ning, BCR management 
thought it was close to signe 
ing new standby agreements 
earlier this year. The eme 
ployees moved to a harder 
line during the summer, 
however, apparently in res 
ponse to rising living costs, 
The province is also cone 
cerned with the outcome of 
the battle between the B.C. 
Federation of Labor and 
Shoppers’ Drug Mart, a re- 
tail drug store chain, This 
is a strike in which labor 
is using secondary boycott, 
which is not permitted in 
law, The government has 
not indicated what change, 
if any, there will be regard~ 
ing secondary boycott when 
new labor legislation is put 
before the autumn session 
of the legislature, But if the 
government doesn’t do labor 
this favor, the rage will be 
spectacular,

Two submissions were re- 
ceived by the board last Wed- 
nesday at the regular meet- 
ing, one from John Kaminski, 
principal of Father Jan June 
ior High and the other from 
Ross Johnston, principal of 
St, Albert High, Both spokes~ 
men were accompanied by 
the vice-principals of the 
schools, Messrs: Perrott 
and Wood, 

First to appear before the 
board were John Kaminski 
and Mr, Perrott on behalf 
of Father Jan Jr, High, While 
speaking to his submission 
Mr, Kaminski pointed out 
that field trips for supple- 
menting and improving core 
subjects is becoming a well 
established educational pra- 
ctice, 

‘Although last year’s 
limited use of field trips 
was well received by stud- 
ents and parents,’’ Mr, Ka= 
minski said, ‘‘Father Jan 
staff and I agree that the 
program was somewhat han- 
dicapped,’’ 

The areas of weakness in 
last year’s field trip pro= 

gram were mainly related to 
a restricted busing budget, 
timing of field trips in re- 
lation to the availability of 
bus transportation as well 
as costs, the principal of 


Father Jan disclosed, A so- 
lution to the problem, Mr. 
Kaminski proposed would be 
the purchase of a 1964 bus

A further visit with Paul 
and Ruth Mausolf will also 
quickly change on’s ‘car- 
toon-concption’ of the mis- 
chievious goat eating mo- 
ther’s washing off the cloth- 
esline or clamboring aboard 
the family garage. Goats, if 
properly cared for, given 
a good diet, allowed to roam 
in a herd situation and shown 
affection, turn out to be ‘‘just 
like spoiled children,’’ Mrs, 
Mausolf says, We love our 
family of goats and treat 
them with as much care and 
tenderness as we would a 
human being, she confessed, 

Mr. and Mrs, Mausolf 
came to Canada from West 
Germany in 1952 and settled 
on a five-acre plot in the 
Horse Hill vicinity three 
years ago, They and their 
family of four children, two 
boys and two girls, imme- 
diately went to work and built 
a modern open=beamed resi- 
dence, two-car garage along 
with supplementary buildings 
and fenced pasture plots for 
their goats, two horses and 
a wide array of farm fowl 
including ducks, geese, chi- 
ckens, guinea hens, etc. 

Today the Mausolfs have 
a herd of 11 goats which 
produce all the dairy pro- 
ducts the family can possibly 
consume and also supply 
eight steady customers, 

Mrs. Mausolf_ said the 
world champion milker pro= 
duces 31 Ibs, per day. 
“That’s of course arecord,” 
Mrs. Mausolf admits, ‘‘but 
my goats produce up to 16 
Ibs, per day and I’m striving 
to improve production all 
the time.’’ She revealed that 
since her early childhood, 
she has been closely conn- 
ected with the raising of 
goats, Over the many years, 
she has learned what foods 
goats thrive on and in view 
of this knowledge, has devel- 
oped a feed formula for goats 
which she hopes to be able 
to patent and put into com- 
mercial production, 

“‘There’s no special goat 
feed on the market today,’’ 
Mrs, Mausolf revealed, ‘‘and 
goats do not thrive on dairy 
feed supplements, That is 
why I’ve devised a special 
goat feed formula, had it 
tested and approved andsoon 
she hopes to see her paten- 
ted goat feed on the market, 

Although the Mausolfs are 
not big goat breeders in the 
industry, they are selective 
breeders and Ruth Mausolf, 
who is very knowledgeable 
with goats, has helped many 
Albertans start raising goats 
with a great record of succ- 
ess in all cases, Some have 
gone big in the business while 
most others are simply keep= 
ing a small herd, consuming 
its dairy products and sell

customers, 

Mrs, Mausolf would like 
to see more people investi- 
gate goat-breeding because 
she claims two $50 kids will 
pay for themselves within 10 
months, She further explains 
these kids can be bred at 
about one year maturity, bear 
one, two or even three kids 
each then produce milk up to 
two years without being dried 
and brought back to the buck, 

“T highly recommend goats 
to farmers and acreage-ow- 
ners,’’ Mrs, Mausolf said, 
**because they are economi- 
cal to support, they are good 
producers of a highly-rec- 
ommended dairy product and 
can be contained in a rela- 
tively small pasture, no lare 
ger than an area required by 
an ordinary household pet.’’ 
She adds that goats are clean 
and ever sofriendly. They’re 
so affectionate she said that 
a goat cannot survive loneli- 
ness, A lone goat will get 
‘funny in the head’ that is 
why goats are always kept in 
pairs or tiny herds, 

When asked why most 
people associate anoffensive 
smell with goats, Mrs, Maue 
solf explained that goats 
whose milk is used exten- 
sively in the production of 
strong cheeses, are bred es- 
pecially for that purpose, 
therefore, that smell is asso- 
ciated with goats, However, 
Mrs, Mausolf’s herd is made 
up entirely of the Saanen 
breed, a pure white animal, 
bearing no offensive smell, 
a producer of dairy products 
one cannot differentiate with 
cow’s milk, This reporter 
would have never touched a 
glass of goat’s milk with a 
barge pole until last week 
when he thoroughly enjoyed 
goat’s milk in his coffee 
and didn’t know it until he 
was informed, 

While chatting with Mrs, 
Mausolf about the taste and 
versatility of goat’s milk, 
she explained that cow’s milk 
takes about three hours to 
digest while goat’s milk only 
takes 30 minutes, ‘That is 
one of the reasons why goat’s 
milk is highly-recommended

Boosts Proposed 


Increases in family and 
youth allowances beginning 
January 1, 1974 are cone 
tained in a bill introduced 
July 16 in the House of Com- 
mons by the Honourable 
Marc Lalande, minister of 
National Health and Welfare 

Highlights of the propos- 
als are: 

Increased benefits that 
would almost triple the aver- 
age size of the present pay- 


ment; 
A new formula for feder- 
al-provincial co-operation 


in this field; 

A new capacity toescalate 
the allowance from time to 
time, to account for higher 
living costs, 

Specifically, benefits will 
increase from an average of 
$7.21 per child per month 
($86.52 a year) to an aver 
age of $20 per child per 
month ($240 per year), 

In accordance with a new 
provision in the Act, pro= 
vinces will be able to de- 
cide if they wish to vary the 
allowance on the basis of a 
child’s age or on the basis 
of the size of a family, or 
poth, If a province does not 
wish to make such a variae 
tion, the federal government 
will pay the standard of 20 
to each child up to age 18 
in that province, If they wish 
to alter that standard pro= 
vinces must abide by two 
main conditions: 

1, no single rate paid for 


a child may be less than 60 
per cent of the national norm 
- Le, a minimum of $12 a 
month, 

2, the amount paid to all 
children inthe province must 
make up an average of $20 
a month per child, 

Other features of the pro« 
posed legislation are: 

*the new program will co- 
ver all those 3 1/2 million 
families now eligible for fa- 
mily allowance and youth 
allowance benefits, i.e., 
those with dependent child- 
ren under age 18, There 
are over 7 1/2 million 
Canadian children and 
youths in this category, 

*families now receiving 
benefits need not re-apply, 
The increased benefit will 
be mailed to them automa- 
tically, 

*maintaining the present 
system, allowances will cone 
tinue to be paid to the moth= 
er of the family, 

*the principal object of 
the new program is to sup- 
plement family income, Ac- 
cordingly, the present re- 
quirement of school atten- 
dance will be dropped, This 
means that payments inres- 
pect of 16 and 17 year olds 
who are dependent on their 
parents will become univer- 
sal. 

*benefits are available on- 
ly for..children residing in 
Canada who have at least 
one parent who is a Cana- 
dian citizen or a landed im= 
migrant (or, under special 
circumstances, a non-ime- 
migrant subject to Canadian 
income tax), 

*allowance will be avail- 
able for children of immi- 
grants as soon as they are 
legally landed, At present 
there is a one year waiting 
period, As a result, the pre- 
sent family assistance pro- 
gram for immigrants can 
be discontinued, 

*in addition, allowances 
may be paid outside of Cane 
ada when the parent or child

“Adjustment of school 
facilities to compensate for 
declining school enrolments 
and shifting populations is 
the critical problem facing 
some school boards in this 
province,’’ Education Mini+ 
ster Lou Hyndman said ina 
recent report, 

The comment was a re- 
action to an interim report 
from the School Buildings 
Board on the utilization of 
school facilities in the proe 
vince, According to the re« 
port, Alberta schools could 
accommodate, without any 
additional construction, an 
estimated 97,000 more stu- 
dents than the 420,000 exe 
pected to register for the 
1973-74 school term, 

The unused capacity will 
cost the Provincial Govern- 
ment $250 million for prin- 
cipal and interest on app= 
roved school debentures 
over a 20-year period, That 
is, over $12 million a year 
will be spent for the next 
20 years by the Provincial 
Government in paying for 
school building space which 
may not be used for pur-

As far as is known, the 
Muskwatchees Tannery is 
unique on the North Ameri-+ 
can Continent, It uses fully 
automated equipment and a 
special chemical formula to 
produce hides that are equal 
in quality to the native hand- 
tanned hides, Although the 
tannery employs only a few 
people, the potential indirect 
employment benefits from 
this project are enormous, 
The demand from craft or- 
ganizations in Canada for 
hides to make leather jack- 
ets, slippers, purses and so 
on far outstrips the supply. 
The Muskwatchees Tannery 
has already received re= 
quests for hides from craft 
centers in the Yukon and 
most of the provinces across 
Canada,
